James Montague Appeared Be¬ 
fore Judge McSweeney Friday 
for Preliminary Examination 
—Bail $1000. 

Accused With Breaking Into the 
Linden Hotel at an Early Hour and 
Robbing the Place of Over $60—Re¬ 
fuses to Testify in His Own Behalf. 

James Montague, who was arrested 
several days ago, charged with burg¬ 
larizing the Linden Hotel early on the 
morning of July 3rd, appeared before 
Judge McSweeney yesterday at 10 a. 
m. for preliminary examination. Dis¬ 
trict Attorney J. J. Bullock was present j 
as prosecuting officer. The accused is 
alleged to have stolen a slot machine 
containing $47.45, $0 in cash from the 
desk and a revolver. 

The first witness called after the 
opening of Court was F. H. Yunker, 
one of the proprietors of Linden Hotel, 
who testified that the slot machine, 
found after the robbery in a battered 
condition, and that was in the Court¬ 
room as evidence, was the one that 
was in the hotel prior to the robbery; 
said there were $47.45 in the machine; 
was also $6 in a desk; also a revoler; all 
had been stolen at the same time, about 
2 o’clock in the morning of the 3d of 
July. 

The next witness called was Deputy 
Sheriff' Daneri, who testified that 
Montague had told him that he had 
broken into the Linden Hotel by 
smashing one of the glass doors with 
some cobbles, and had taken the slot 
machine and broken it of>en and had 
taken the money; had not said any¬ 
thing about the $6 taken from a desk 
nor the revolver. 

The defendant was then instructed as 
to his privileges by J udge McSweeney 
who said that he could make a 
statement if he so desired, but that 
whatever he said could be used against 
him in a higher Court. Montague de¬ 
clined to make a statement, whereupon 
he was declared guilty, held to answer 
before the Superior Court, with bail 
fixed at $1000, and committed to the 
custody of the Sheriff'. 

B. I>. Morris, who had been arrested 
as an accessory, was released from 
custody, there being no evidence con¬ 
necting him with the crime.

Valuation of Property Increased 
$4,000,000 Over Last Year, 
of Which the First Township 
Has Raised $1,247,200. 

The Increase Throughout County Is 
Over Twenty-three Per Cent—Won¬ 
derful Progress Over Year 1906— 
General Air of Prosperity Prevails. 

On Monday C. I). Hayward, County 
Assessor, returned the assessment roll 
to the Board of Supervisors, and it 
showed a w'onderful progress over the 
year of 1907. The assessed valuation 
of property in the county has increased 
$4,000,000 over the year previous, or 
from $19,025,010 to $23,496,260. Every 
portion of the county shows an increase. 
The first township district, in which 
is located South City, shows an in¬ 
crease from $5,249,550 in 1906to $6,496,- 
750 this year. The second township, 
in which is located San Mateo, shows 
a gain of a million and a third. The 
The third township, in which Redwood 
City is included, shows an equal ad¬ 
vance. The fourth township shows an 
increase from $1,052,355 to $1,452,355. 
The fifth township from $833,405 to 
$936,935. The general increase is over 
23 i>er cent. 

It is apportioned to the various 
townships and incorporated cities as 
follows: 

Firsti Township, $6,496,750; gain $1,- 
247,200. 

Second Township, $6,003,675; gain 
$1,090,220. 

Third Township, $5,221,820; gam 
$1,009,110. 

Fourth Township, $1,642,356; gain 
$315,740. 

Fifth Township, $936,935; gain 
$103,530. 

City of San Mateo, $2,173,965; gain 
$519,195. 

Redwood City, $1,210,766; gain $165,- 
655.

NOVEL MAN CHASE. 


A man who gave his name as Frank 
E. Richards was arrested at San 
Mateo on Monday after lie had been 
pursued by Constable Sheehan and a 
crowd of men and boys across fields 
and ditches outlie out-skirts of the j 
town. According to tile police Rich-' 
ards is an old offender. He arrived in 
San Mateo Monday afternoon on tlie 
3:80 train from Mountain View. He 
began peddling envelopes of sachet 
powder upon the outside of which was j 
printed a plea for alms, with tiie in-' 
formation that Richards was mute. 

Selecting the Basket drug company 
as his first victim, Richards attempted j 
to collect a donation from the clerk, 
and in the meantime he stole a silver, 
soap disli from the counter. After 
leaving the drug store lie went to the 
residence of Dr. M. D. Morrison, un-' 
aware of the nearness of Constable | 
Sheehan, who was awaiting tlie de 
parlure of Richards in the room below. | 
An alarm sounded by the physician’s 
frightened housemaid was all that was 
needed to put the \ iligant peace officer 
in action. 

Richards made his escape down tlie 
front exit on to the street. Round the 
corner and across the main thorough¬ 
fare lie went with Sheehan a close' 
second. A cry of “stop thief” went up 
and men and boys joined in the chase. 
Observing the course laid out by the: 
fugitive Constable Sheehan ordered 
lads on bicycles to keep him in sight 
while he made a quick detour. In 
climbing up a steep bank out of a dry 
creek the fugitive ran into t lie waiting 
arms of the constable. The culpitl 
was then locked up in the town jail. 
A quantity oi opium, a silver mounted 
toilet set, the stolen soap dish and a 
bay’s teething ring were found in 
Richards’ pockets.

HOW NATIONAL FORESTS 

SERVE THE PUBLIC. 


“The Use of the National Forests,” 
a publication just printed by the 
Department of Agriculture, is a brief, 
clear manual for public information 
as to the forest policy of the National 
Government. 

It is too true, as the short preface to 
the public says, that “many people do 
not know what Natidnai Forest are. 
Others may have heard much about 
them, but have no idea of their true 
purpose and use.” It is the object 
of this publication to explain just what 
the National Forests mean, what they 
are for, ami how to use them. 

In the first place, it is explained 
how the forest are created and how 
their boundaries are drawn. Next, 
their direct use and value are shown 
from the point of view of the home- 
seeker, the prospector and miner, the 
user of timber, the user of the range, 
the user of water, and other users of 
forest resources. Third, it is shown 
how the forests are intended for use, 
for t he production of usable products, 
and for the establishment and main¬ 
tenance of homes; how on all of them 
the timber is protected from fire, the 
water flow is kept steady, the forage 
s increased and guarded from abuse; 
and how, in addition, they serve as 
great public playgrounds and as 
breeding places and refuges for game. 
Finally, the management of the 
National forests is described. 

Here it is that the great usefulness 
of the forest is brought out most 
clearly and strikingly; for the forests 
arc managed by the people in their 
own interests, and every means is 
used to meet the desires and wants of 
all forest users half way by dealing 
with them in the main directly on the 
ground and in all cases with tlie ut¬ 
most practicable dispatch and freedom 
from red tape. 

In a word, the special interest of 
this manual lies in its showing that 
the forest policy of the Goverment, 
both in principle and in practice, is 
for the benefit of the ordinary man, 
for the benefit of every citizen equally. 
There is still a tendency to think of 
the National forests as “preserves” 
closed to use, and to leave the public 
lands exposed to unregulated in¬ 
dividual exploitation. Where these 
misapprehensions still prevail “The 
Use of the National Forests” will go 
far to correct them. 

The book is written by Mr. Frederick 
F. Olmsted, whose intimate knowledge 
of conditions in the West and the 
policy under winch the National 
Forest are managed especially fits him 
to deal with the subject. 

THE BUTCHERS’ SMOCK 

The butchers’ smock was bine. It 
looked much neater than the white 
smocks of his friends, all smeared with 
dried blood. “Kvery butcher,” said 
the man, “ought to wear a blue smock.

HOME TRADING. 


The following excellent editorial on 
the subject of home trading was pub¬ 
lished in the Norwich (Conn.) Bulle¬ 
tin: 

“The difference between trading at 
home and buying goods elsewhere is 
just the difference between the dollar 
that is a local help and the dollar that 
is not. There is complaint by the 
merchants in most New England 
cities that too much trading is done 
out of town, and in many cities no 
one is more to blame for such a condi¬ 
tion than the merchants themselves. 
The St. Johnsbury Republican tells 
thLs little anecdote to illustrate the 
activity and utility of the dollar: 

“ ‘Ten years ago a farmer put his 
initials on a dollar, went to town and 
spent it with a merchant. Before the 
year was out he got the dollar back. 
Four times in six years the dollar 
came back to him for produce and 
three times he heard of it in the 
pockets of his neighbors. The last 
time he got it, four years ago, he sent 
it to a mail order house. He has not 
seen that dollar since ami never will. 

1 hat dollar wilI never pay any more 
school or road taxes for him, will 
never build up any or brighten the 
homes of the community. He sent it 
entirely out of the circle of usefulness 
to himself.’ 

“It is illegal for citizens to mutilate 
Uncle Sam’s money in this way—coins 
of this kind are not desirable; but this 
experience with a marked dollar tells 
an accurate story. The dollar spent at 
home works at home; the more money 
made at home the larger the grand 
list, hence the larger the tax revenue 
to the place and the greater the public 
enterprise and improvements. Trad¬ 
ing at home is a good habit, as well as 
a benelicial one.” 

1 he principal of home trading is one 
that il carefully adhered to will be a 
material factor in building up any 

community, and the Enterprise 
advises its readers in South City to be 
loyal to home merchants and not send 
money away that will never return. 

1'he absence of lireworks on July 4 
was a great relief to everyone who had 
property to be destroyed by lire. in 
the city, wheA the great multitude of 
temporary wooden buildings invite a 
disastrous conflagration, there^was 
not even an incipient lire—all due to 
the absence ol the deadly rtrecrakecr. 
Our,Board ol Fire Commissioners have 
the • poweri under the Statej law to 
enact an ordinance permanently pro¬ 
hibiting the tiring of lireworks within 
the business district of the town, and 
it is to be_lu>i>ed the Board will exer¬ 
cise its prerogative in this respect. 

The lirecracker is a Chinese produc¬ 
tion—a heathenish toy—its use sense- 
less^oma holiday or any other day. 

Workingmen need to learn and to 
heed certain fundamental facts: 

First—That a dollar saved is equal 


to two dollars earned. A daily 5-cent 
glass of beer costs $18 per annum— 
equal to a year’s interest on $540 in a 
savings bank. 

Second—That the rent tax is a griev¬ 
ous burden, consuming from one-eighth 
to one-fifth of the toiler’s earnings. 

Third—That home-ownership is the 
sheet anchor of the wage earner. 

The man who owns a home is for¬ 
ever rid of the rent tax. He is also rid 
of another tax, not a small one, which 
the tenant pays for loss of time and 
outlay of money in moving. 

He gains by employing spare hours 
and spare days in beautifying and im¬ 
proving and adding to the value of his 
homestead. 

He gains by reason of continuous 
employment in one place, bringing 
promotion and higher wages or salary. 

He gains by learning to save to pay 
for and improve the home. 

He gains in self-respect and in the 
esteem, respect and confidence of his 
fellowmen. 

He gains immeasurably by becom¬ 
ing a better husband and father, a bet¬ 
ter neighbor and citizen and a better 
man. 

We commend these fundamentals to 
the favorable consideration of the 
wage earners of this workingman’s 
town.

MOVEMENT OF BATTLESHIPS TO 
THE PACIFIC ALARMS THE 
MIKADO. 

Frols Some Misgiving With Regard 
to the Significance of Intended 
Massing of American Ships. 


Tokio, July 12.-—The massing of 
>he American fleet in the Pacific, 
about which American papers have 
appealed to Marquis Ito for an opin¬ 
ion, is semi-officially discussed by 
Ito’s administration organ today. The 
paper says: 

“We cannot help feeling some mis¬ 
giving with regard to the signifi¬ 
cance of the intended massing of 
American battleships in the Pacific, 
especially in view of the grandiose 
announcement attributed to Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt to the effect that the 
navy would furnish the world with a 
startling demonstration of America's 
defensive capacity. 

“It is difficult for us to accept the 
assurance that the coming maneuvers 
do not possess any connection what¬ 
ever with the Japanese-American 
situation. 

“We regret tnat Washington 
thinks it necessary to take what re¬ 
sembles a precautionary measure. 

“However, we are not disposed to 
attach serious importance to this 
matter and have no inclination to 
doubt the President’s sincerity in 
assuring the peaceful nature of the 
proposed maneuveis. 

“Neither have we the slightest 
doubt of the pacific and friendly 
sentiments of the American Govern¬ 
ment. The people toward whom 
Japan’s blame is probably due are 
the- irresponsible sections of both nu- 

tiuri. .”

Costs Much to Support Fleet. 

Washington, July 12.—It has 
been figured out that the sending of 
a big fleet of war ships to the Pacific 
will be of great financial advantage 
to the Coast cities. Records in the 
Navy Department show that it costs 
approximately $1,000,000 annually 
to maintain a battleship and $900,- 
000 for llie care of an armored cruis¬ 
er. This includes the cost of re¬ 
pairs, coal and provisions and the 
pav of the officers and m<e . Ml hut. 
the latter must bo supplied from the 
resources cu liie r i, i west. there 
will be in the neighborhood of 500 
mouths on each ship of the fleet that 
must be fed three times daily. Mil¬ 
lions must be expended for dock fa¬ 
cilities if the fleet remains auy 
length of time. 


Stop Japanese Smuggling. 

Los Angeles, July 12.—A Japan¬ 
ese farmhouse near Inglewood, 
which is thought to be one of a chain 
of stations extending from the Mexi¬ 
can border through which coolie 
laborers are being smuggled into 
California, was raided by Federal 
Immigration officers yesterday. 

Five Japs, showing every evidence 
of a long overland journey and who 
admitted that they had arrived at 
the house but a few hours before the 
raid, were captured. 

Another Jap, who conducts an em¬ 
ployment agency here, and who is 
suspected of being the local repre¬ 
sentative of the smuggling clique, 
was also gathered in. It has long 
been suspected by the immigration 
officials that hundreds of Japs, were 
being smuggled overland into this 
State.

000,00 0 cubic feet. All transporta¬ 
tion to the oil fields is by teams, but 
an automobile stage line will be 
placed In commission within a week. 

The water has not yet equalized, 
and although there are but a few 
inches difference between the level 
of the reservoir and the level of the 
flooded area, it may be some days be¬ 
fore the flow will have stopped. 

A'.ito Overturns in Big Race. 

Toledo, O., July 12.—The first ac¬ 
cident of note on the endurance run 
for the Glidden cup occurred yester¬ 
day when the car of J. R. Otis of 
Cleveland, carrying his wife, J. J. 
Nunan, Miss Rollins and J. E. 
Spooner, was overturned, about six 
miles west of this city. Mr. Otis, 
Miss Rollins and Mr. Nunan were the 
most seriously injured as they were 
pinned underneath the heavy car. 
The injured passengers were placed 
in P. S. Flinn’s car and hurried back 
to the starting point, where they re¬ 
ceived medical attention. 

Havana Cigarinakers Strike Settled. 

Havana, July 12.—It is reported 
that the cigar manufacturers will 
meet today and adopt a resolution 
giving into the strikers’ demand that 
they reopen all their factories. Re¬ 
garding this report the strikers say 
that they will return only if the 
conditions which existed before tho 
strike are re-established, except as 
to the character of the wages, which 
must be in American money. The 
strikers claim that they have lost 
$4,000,000 in the strike. 

IMG PROFITS IN DIAMOND MINES 

De Beers Company Pays 80 Per Cent 
for the Year. 

New York, July 12.—The Maiden 
lane jewelry district received some 
news today from London concerning 
the South African companies which 
supply the world with diamonds. 
The De Beers Consolidated Mines 
Limited, known as the diamond 
trust, has increased its dividends, 
while the Premier Mining Company, 
the principal independent concern, 
has passed its dividend, but asserts 
that it could pay 400 per cent if It 
did not prefer to use the money In 
other ways. 

The semi-annual dividend declared 
by the l)e Beers Company Is 35 per 
cent, making SO per cent for the 
year ending with June. The divi¬ 
dend for the preceding year was 4 0 
per cent. Ever since the Premier 
Company was formed In 1902 reports 
have been circulating that some day 
it would be a formidable competitor 
of the trust, but it has not lowered 
the price of diamonds, which have 
been advancing steadily. 

The Premier company in 1905 and 
1906 paid in dividends 250 per cent 
to preferred and 4 00 per cent to 
other stockholders. The De Beers 
Company lately obtained control of 
several smaller concerns. Last year 
it produced 2,213,991 carats of dia¬ 
monds, the entire South African out¬ 
put for the year being less than 
3,500,000 carats. 

Murphy Leaves His All to Family 

Los Angeles, July 12.—The will 
of Francis Murphy, the great temp¬ 
erance evangelist, was filed at the 
County Clerk’s office today. The 
estate, valued at $20,000, Is be¬ 
queathed to'members of his immedi¬ 
ate family. The will is in the hand¬ 
writing of Mr. Murphy, and bears the 
date of November 4, 1904. 


CROOK, CAPTURED IN LONDON, 

SPRINGS FROM CAR GOING 
FORTY MILES AN HOUR. 

John Thompson Makes His Escape 
in Colorado While on His Way 
to Portland in Custody. 

Denver, Col., July 12.—John T. 
Thompson, a notorious crook, cap¬ 
tured in London after a chase around 
the world, escaped from a train 
near this city yesterday and Is still 
at large. He leaped from a car 
window while thet rain was running 
at a speed of forty miles an hour. 

Afterwards Thompson induced Dr. 
Horace Cooper of 770 Jason street to 
attend him and gave him a $300 
diamond pin for his service. He then 
left the doctor’s office and with a 
broken right arm, a broken collar 
bone, a deep scalp wound and other 
injuries, vanished from sight, while 
all the operatives of the police and 
the Sheriff’s department are scour¬ 
ing the city and suburbs for him in 
. automobiles, on foot and on horse¬ 
back. 

Thompson is w r anted in Portland, 
Oregon, on a charge of robbing a 
citizen of that place of $3,000 In 
cash and v^s en route to that city 
to stand trial when he made his 
thrilling escape from Detective Jo¬ 
seph Day of the Portland Police De¬ 
partment, who had him in charge. 
At the time he eluded the vigilance 
of Day, Thompson was out of hand¬ 
cuffs for the first time in weeks. He 
had gained the confidence of De¬ 
tective Day by exemplary behavior 
and asked permission to go to the 
toilet just as the train was leaving 
Denver. The detective did not dis¬ 
cover that his prisoner had escaped 
until the train reached Castle Rock, 
thirty miles away. 

ARMY MEN TO MAKE NEW MAP. 

Topographical Record of Three of 
the Counties of the State. 

San Bernardino, July ^.—Lieu¬ 
tenant James P. Castleman, of the 
Tenth Cavalry, U. S. a., has arrived 
from the Presidio at San Francisco 
to begin making a topographical map 
of San Bernardino, Riverside and Los | 
Angeles counties, including forest 
reserves and desert. He will have 
charge of a crops of six expert as¬ 
sistants detailed by the War De¬ 
partment, the total number of per¬ 
sons in the party being fifty, includ¬ 
ing Chinese cooks and roustabouts. 

The work is most extensive and 
will consume at least six months. 
When completed it will place the 
Washington Government in posses¬ 
sion of accurate information concern¬ 
ing the best locations for military 
j roads, water sources and other valu¬ 
able information for the scientific 
purposes of the Government. It 
will replace a map which was made 
years ago and is now inaccurate. 

Banker to Live in a Glass House. 

New York, July 12.—C. Parker 
Woodbury, a Wall street banker, has 
decided to live in a glass house. To¬ 
day an architect drew the plans for 
the novel dwelling, which Is to be 
erected at Beechurst, L. I. 

Bricks of compressed opalescent 
glass will form the walls. The in¬ 
terior and partitions are to be of the 
same material, worked into thin 
slabs, and, of course, the roof is to 
be of glass. In fact, everywhere that 
I it is possible glass Is to be employed. 
The wall glass and the interior gen¬ 
erally is to be of a certain tint, and 
an elaborate arrangement of shades 
will regulate and moderate the light 
which enters the house.

THE DRIED FRUIT 
INDUSTRY IN DANGER 


Of Vital Importance to All Per¬ 
sons in California Connected 
With or Engaged in That 
Business. 

Represents An Annual Return to the 
Coast of More Than $16,000,000— 
Investment Which Produces This 
Return Is Enormous.

The following important circular 
letter has been sent to all the coramer- j 
cial organizations in the State by the 
California Promotion Committee: 

The Pacific Coast dried fruit indus-1 
try represents an annual return to the 
coast of more than $16,000,000; 4hat the 
investment which produces this re¬ 
turn is enormous goes without saying. 

The Food and Drugs Act, June 30, 
1906, popularly known as the National 
Pure Food Law, among other things 
provided for a commission to make 
rules and regulations for the carrying 
out of the Act. This Commission met 
in New York in September, 1906, to; 
formulate such regulations. Prior to 
the issuance thereof, the Commission 
invited interested persons to appear 
and oiler suggestions by brief and oral , 
argument as to the manner in which 
the various provisions of the Act 
should be covered by the regulations. 
To facilitate this hearing the Commis¬ 
sion segregated the various questions 
under separate heads, such as ‘‘Mis¬ 
branding,” “Use of Preservatives,” 
etc. The California growers and 
packers of dried fruits sent representa¬ 
tives to these hearings (the expense of: 
which was wholly paid by the pack¬ 
ers) who tiled and orally argued an i 
extensive brief on the question of sul¬ 
phuring dried fruits, and asked that 
the use of sulphur be permitted as a 
germicide and preservative, provided j 
the amount of sulphur dioxide (pre-l 
cipitated sulphurous acid) remaining 


in the fruit did not exceed .250, or j 
of 1 per cent. France permits .450; 
Switzerland, .500. In the argument I 
made in support of this demand the 
subject was as fully covered as was I 
possible at a hearing where the time j 
given was of necessity greatly restrict¬ 
ed. 

The California Promotion Committee 
has just been informed that a ruling 
has been formulated, signed by the 
Secretary of Agriculture, and is about 
to be published, limiting the amount 
of sulphur in dried fruit to .035 per 
cent. This decision was to become ef¬ 
fective immediately and hold good un¬ 
til 1913. At the earnest request of a 
large number of interested persons the I 
Governor of the State of California 
telegraphed to the President, the See-- 
ret ary of Agriculture, the Secretary of J 
Commerce and Labor, and the Sec re-j 
tary of the Treasury asking that the 
publication of this decision be with¬ 
held until such time as California 
could send a representative to be heard 
on the subject. If this decision were 
to become a law it would mean the 
practical destruction of the dried fruit 
industry of this State as far as peaches, ; 
apricots, bleached Thompsons and ! 
bleached Sultana raisins, apples, pears 
and Ruby prunes are concerned, all of 
which fruits are sulphured. The last 
legislature of California passed a pure j 
food law which, among other things, 
provided that any rulings or decisions 
made by the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, under the National Food and 
Drugs Act, should be accepted as gov¬ 
erning the law of this State. This law 
also provides that any person having 
in his possession products which do 
not conform with the law shall be con¬ 
sidered guilty of infringement thereof 
and such products may be confiscated. 
It will readily be seen, therefore, that 
if the Department of Agriculture re¬ 
stricts the use of sulphur to .035 per 
cent, the State of California would be 
compelled to take immediate official 
cognizance of such decision and every 1 
grower in this State who had sulphur¬ 
ed fruit in his possession would not 
only be subject to prosecution, but his 
property would likewise be subject to 
confiscation, because there is not one 
pound of sulphured fruit in the State 
of California that does not contain 
more than .035 per cent. 

It is believed that the Department 
can be induced to modify this decision 
if a hearing be granted enabling our 
representative to make a full presenta¬ 


tion of the facts, and, as there was no 
time to be lost, at the request of the :1 
committee, Mr. Griffin, one of the jl 
representatives at the original hearing J 
above referred to, has gone to Wash- i ? 
ington fully prepared to make such a s 
presentation as will, in the opinion of | 
the committee, show that the proposed i j 
decision is manifestly ill-advised and J 
unjust, first and foremost from a A 
health standpoint, and second, to this 1 i 
great industry that the fruit growers ! £ 
of California have gradually and at 1 
great cost erected. t 

In order to in every way fortify Mr. J 
Griffin in his appearance before the 1 
department the growers of this State < 
should, individually and collectively, ! 
endorse what he is endeavoring to ac- ‘ 
complish and likewise co-operate with i 
each other and the packing interests > 
of the State in protecting the industry. ‘ 
There is no known substitute for sul- : 
plmr and there is no known instance i 
where any of the medical profession or J 
body of scientists have ever found or i 
in any way intimated that California j1 
dried fruits were not healthy, nutriti- i, 
ous and a safe article of diet and they 
are almost universally used as food for ’ 
invalids and convalescents. The I 
amount of precipitate is so extremely 1 
small that when the fruit is subjected 
to t he usual process of cooking, viz., j 
the addition of five parts of water and 
a varying amount of sugar, the dilu¬ 
tion is so complete that barely a chem- ; 
ical trace remains. It is not of course 1 
disputed that fresh fruit from the 
trays or freshly packed does contain a ! 
varying amount of sulphurous acid, 
but in no case does the quantity ex¬ 
ceed .250 per cent., or about one-half of , 
the amount France and Switzeland : 
permit. 

The California Promotion Commit¬ 
tee, therefore, in the interests of this . 
Stale, request that you take up this 
matter immediately and pass resolu- , 
lions asking for the careful considera- 1 
lion of this question by the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, and that a full ! 
hearing thereof be given, wiringa copy 1 
of the same to Secretary Wilson of . 
said Department at Washington, I). 
C., and also sending a copy of the 
resolutions to the headquarters of the 
California Promotion Committee at 
San Francisco.
